TEAM NOTES AGAINST LA 

• Saturday's game will be 37th all-time meeting between the Revs and Galaxy, with LA 
leading the all-time, regular-season series history, 16-14-6 

• The Revs are 9-6-2 at home against LA, including a 6-2-2 mark at Gillette Stadium 

• Sunday’s match will be the first - and only - time that the two teams meet in 2013 

• The Revs won the only meeting between the two teams in 2012, a 3-1 win in LA on 
March 31 ... Kelyn Rowe scored his first career goal in the win 

• The Galaxy won the 2011 season series with a 1-0-1 mark ... the teams opened the 
2011 season with a 1-1 draw, in Carson Calif., on March 20 ... LA earned a 1-0 road 
win on May 28, at Gillette Stadium to cap the series 

• LA won the first four season series (1996-99) between the two clubs, but nine con¬ 
secutive season series were either won by the Revs or drawn between 2000 and 2008 

• In the last 10 meetings, there have been five shutouts and only the Revs have scored 
more than two goals in a single game ... before last year’s 3-1 win at The Home Depot 
Center, New England's last three-goal game against the Galaxy came on May 12, 
2007, a 3-2 win at The Home Depot Center 

• New England and LA have met in the MLS Cup Playoffs twice - in both MLS Cup 
2002 and MLS Cup 2005 ... the Galaxy won both meetings in overtime by a 1-0 score 
... the 2002 meeting was in Foxborough, while the 2005 match was at Pizza Hut Park 
in Frisco, Texas 

• The Revs and Galaxy have played in one U.S. Open Cup match - the 2001 champion¬ 
ship game in Fullerton, Calif., which LA won, 2-1, in overtime 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST LA 

• Kelyn Rowe scored his first career MLS goal in a 3-1 win last season against the 
Galaxy 

• Chris Tierney has recorded one goal against the Galaxy, the game-winner on March 
31,2012 

• Andy Dorman has one goal and two assists in seven career games against the Galaxy 

• Chad Barrett has one assist against his former club in nine career appearances 

• Saer Sene is the only other current member of the Revs who has scored a goal 
against the Galaxy ... Sene scored in the 3-1 win last season 

• Matt Reis - a former Galaxy player himself who made 39 appearances for the Galaxy 
from 1998-2002 - is 7-3-4 in 14 regular-season matches against his former club ... he 
has recorded four shutouts and posted a 0.93 goals against average 

• Bobby Shuttleworth has never made an appearance against the Galaxy 

LAST MEETING 

New England 3 at LA Galaxy 1 

March 31,2012-The Home Depot Center (Carson, Calif.) 

Rookie Kelyn Rowe scored the first goal of his MLS career while Chris Tierney and Saer 
Sene followed up with additional strikes as the Revolution rolled to a 3-1 win over the LA 
Galaxy at The Home Depot Center. Rowe scored the game’s opening goal in the 10th 
minute and Tierney added a quick-fire second just three minutes later to stake New England 
to an early 2-0 lead. Sene tacked on a third in the 65th minute before Robbie Keane grabbed 
a late consolation goal for the Galaxy. It was the Revolution’s first on the West Coast since 
2009, snapping a streak of 11 winless games in the Pacific Time Zone.

NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION VS. LA GALAXY 


TEAM NOTES 


TWO-TIME CHAMPS, ROBBIE ROGERS HEADED TO GILLETTE STADIUM 

The the Revs return home for the second game in a three-game home stand when the club 
hosts the LA Galaxy on Sunday ... LA, which has won the last two MLS Cups, will be making 
its only trip to Foxborough this year and its first visit since 2011 ... Sunday night, all eyes in 
the sporting world were on The Home Depot Center in Carson, Calif., for the Galaxy-Seattle 
Sounders FC game when Robbie Rogers - recently acquired by the Galaxy via trade from 
Chicago - made his LA debut and simultaneously became the first openly gay active male 
athlete in North American professional sport. 

PROBLEMS WITH THE WEST 

While the Revs enter Sunday’s match with the Galaxy riding a two-game winning streak and 
215-minute shutout streak, the team is still searching for its first win against a Western Confer¬ 
ence opponent this season, going 0-2-2 in four previous matches against the West... despite 
two solid road results - T, 0-0 at Seattle, April 13; T 0-0 at Portland, May 2 - the Revs are 
0-2-0 at home against the west... FC Dallas earned three points with a 1 -0 win on March 30 
with a late goal from Bias Perez, while Real Salt Lake scored two goals after the 75th minute 
to win 2-1 on May 8. 

REVS ADVANCE IN OPEN CUP WITH STATEMENT WIN 

Tuesday night, the Revs advanced to the fourth round of the U.S. Open Cup behind a convinc¬ 
ing 5-1 win over the Rochester Rhinos (USL PRO) in Rochester... Kelyn Rowe recorded two 
goals and one assist, while Andy Dorman, Jerry Bengtson and Chad Barrett also added goals 
... Matt Reis made three saves in the win in his first action since March 23 ... the Revs will 
now face the New York Red Bulls at Harvard University’s Soldier Field Soccer Stadium on 
Wednesday, June 12, in the fourth round. 

REVS WARMING UPAS SUMMER APPROACHES 

Very quietly, the Revs are one of the league’s hottest teams as the official start of summer ap¬ 
proaches ... New England is 3-1-2 in its last six league games, picking up 11 of the team's 16 
points in the last month ... the Revs are now tied for sixth in the Eastern Conference with 16 
points, and are tied for 11th in the league's overall table ... since April 20 - a 4-1 loss at New 
York - the Revs have climbed from ninth in the East with five points to their current spot of tied 
for sixth with 16 points and are two points shy of a playoff spot. 

FAGUNDEZ ON A HOT STREAK ENTERING SUMMER ... 

Teenage phenom Diego Fagundez is the Revs’ leading goal scorer with a career-high four 
goals, three of which have come in the last three games ... Fagundez, 18, has scored one 
goal in each of the team’s last three games leading the team to a 2-0-1 record in those 
matches ... Fagundez’s four goals this season already match his career total (4) entering the 
2013 season. 

THE “KIDS” COMBINE AGAIN 

One week after both scored against Houston, Diego Fagundez (age 18) and Juan Agudelo 
(age 20) both struck again on Saturday against Toronto in a 2-0 win ... Fagundez’s goal in 
the 23rd minute put the Revs up 1-0, before Agudelo closed the scoring in the third minute of 
stoppage time with his second goal in as many games ... his goal in Houston was originally 
credited as a Ricardo Clark own goal, but MLS later reviewed the goal and awarded it to 
Agudelo. 

AGUDELO SETTLING IN NICELY 

Juan Agudelo, acquired on May 7 via trade from Chivas USA, has adjusted quickly to his New 
England surroundings ... Agudelo made his Revs debut on May 18 at Houston, coming on as 
a first-half substitute and later scoring his first goal as a member of the Revs (and his third of 
the season)... one week later, he drew his first start in New England in a 2-0 win over Toronto 
at Gillette Stadium on May 25, and scored his second goal in as many games (and his fourth 
on the season). 

SHUTTLEWORTH STONES ANOTHER 

Bobby Shuttleworth has laid claim to the team’s starting goalkeeper role with a string of strong 
performances early this season ... Shuttleworth is third in MLS in goals against average with 
an 0.90 GAA... he is also tied for second in MLS in shutouts with five, and ranks second in 
MLS in saves percentage (77.3 percent)... the fifth-year goalkeeper has only allowed more 
than one goal twice this season in 10 appearances ... removing one match - a 4-1 loss at New 
York on April 20 - Shuttleworth has allowed just five goals in nine appearances (0.56 goals 
against average)... in his last 15 appearances dating back to Sept. 22, 2012, Shuttleworth 
has allowed just 13 goals for an 0.87 GAA, while posting seven shutouts in that span. 

REVS’ DEFENSE BACK ON TOP... 

After its seventh shutout in 12 games last Saturday in a 2-0 win over Toronto, the Revs’ de¬ 
fense is back on top of MLS ... the Revs lead the league in goals against average (0.75), have 
allowed the league's fewest goals (nine) and are tied for the league lead in shutouts (7). 


...DEFENSE TOUGH AT HOME 

Through six home games at Gillette Stadium this season, the Revs have allowed just four 
goals ... most recently, the Revs posted a shutout against Toronto last Saturday... overall, the 
team has posted three shutouts in five games at Gillette Stadium as both Bobby Shuttleworth 
(two shutouts) and Matt Reis (one) have backed clean sheets at home this year... the Revs' 
four goals allowed at home is tied for second in MLS with Dallas and Seattle, and behind 
league leader LA (2 home goals allowed). 

SHIFTING DEFENSE YIELDS SIMILAR RESULTS 

The Revs started the season with MLS’ top defense, allowing just two goals through their first 
four games while running out the same starting backline of Kevin Alston (LB), Jose Goncalves 
(CB), A.J. Soares (CB) and Andrew Farrell (RB)... in the next few games, the Revs made 
some defensive changes and dropped as low as fifth in the MLS defensive rankings, but 
despite more changes, the Revs returned to the top of the heap after Week 13... entering this 
week, the Revs are top in team goals against average (0.75) and tied for first in shutouts (7)... 
while leading MLS in team defense, the Revs have run out eight different defenders - and two 
goalkeepers - in 12 games:

IF OPPONENTS SCORE AT ALL, IT’S LATE 

While the Revs lead MLS in team defense entering Week 14 of play, there is one area where 
the team can improve defensively: allowing late goals ... the Revs have allowed six goals in 
the final 15 minutes of games this season, the fourth-highest total in the league ... New Eng¬ 
land has surrendered just two goals in the opening 15 minutes of play, and only one goal in the 
first 15 minutes of the second half... but the six goals allowed in the final 15 minutes has led to 
five dropped points (T to a L at Philadelphia on March 16, T to a L vs. FC Dallas on March 30, 
and a W to a L vs. Real Salt Lake on May 8)... had the Revs held on in those games, they’d 
have 21 points and be tied for fourth in the Eastern Conference. 

TIERNEY JOINS ELITE GROUP 

Chris Tierney made his 100th career start last Saturday against Toronto ... he is the 12th 
player in New England history to make 100 starts in New England ... all of his 100 starts - 
and all 111 of his appearances - have come in New England ... the Wellesley, Mass., native 
is five appearances away from moving into the Revs’ career appearances top-10 chart (Andy 
Dorman is currently 10th with 116), while he is three starts away from moving into the team's 
career starts top-10 list (Jeff Larentowicz is currently 10th with 103). 

TIERNEY ALSO LENDS A GAME-WINNING HAND 

Chris Tierney’s assist on Diego Fagundez’s first-half goal last Saturday against Toronto was his 
second assist of the season and the 18th of his career... Tierney is tied for ninth on the Revs’ 
career assist chart (tied with Andy Dorman) and his assist on Saturday moved him into third 
on the Revs’ career game-winning assist chart with nine ... exactly half of his 18 career assists 
have been game-winning assists. 

TIERNEY ADDS TEAM OF THE WEEK NOD 

Following a stand-out performance against Toronto last weekend, Chris Tierney was one of 
three defenders named to MLS’ Team of the Week... he joined New York’s Jamison Olave and 
FC Dallas’ Walker Zimmerman. 

BACK-TO-BACK-TO-BACK FOR FAGUNDEZ 

Diego Fagundez scored his team-leading fourth goal of the season in the team’s 2-0 win over 
Toronto FC last Saturday ... the 18-year-old Homegrown player’s four goals are a new single¬ 
season high for the third-year pro, and match his career total entering the 2013 season (4)... 
this is the first time Fagundez has scored in three straight games, and the first time a Revs 
player has scored in three straight since Saer Sene struck in three straight qames from May 12 
to May 26, 2012. 

THREE IN A ROW FOR HEAPS’ MEN? 

Revolution head coach Jay Heaps gets his third chance at winning three consecutive MLS 
regular-season games this Sunday when his club hosts LA Galaxy ... Heaps and company 
won back-to-back games twice in 2012, Heaps’ first season as head man ... the Revs enter 
Sunday’s match with a three-game unbeaten streak (2-0-1), and have won its last two against 
Houston (May 18) and Toronto (May 25). 






NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION VS. LA GALAXY 


REVS’ ROOKIES QUIETLY MAKING THEIR MARK 

Two of the Revs’ rookies are quietly making their mark on the Revs’ season ... defender 
Andrew Farrell - the number one overall pick in the 2013 MLS SuperDraft - has started 11 of 
12 games and helped back the Revs' number-one ranked team defense ... Scott Caldwell, the 
team’s second-ever Homegrown signing this winter after a four-year career at Akron, has now 
made seven appearances, including four starts as the team’s lone defensive central midfielder. 

ROWE LENDING A HELPING HAND 

Second-year midfielder Kelyn Rowe has been critical in the Revs’ attack so far this season ... 
one year after co-leading the team in assists as a rookie with five, Rowe has been involved 
in almost half of the team's goals scored so far this season, assisting on three of the eight 
goals the Revs has scored themselves ... most recently, Rowe set up Ryan Guy inside the 
18-yard-box against Real Salt Lake on May 8 for Guy’s first goal of the season - a spectacular 
side volley ... Rowe’s three assists are tied for the third-highest total in MLS ... of Rowe’s 
three helpers, two have been game-winning assists-tied for fifth in MLS ... Rowe missed 
his first game of the season against Houston on May 18 with calf tightness, but returned for a 
29-minute substitute spell last Saturday against Toronto. 

FARRELL FITS “RIGHT BACK” IN 

Andrew Farrell has not missed a beat since sitting out the team’s May 2 game in Portland with 
an injury to his left knee ... Farrell took the brunt of harsh tackle by Union midfielder Michael 
Farfan in stoppage time of a 2-0 win on April 27, leading to the injury ... in four games back, 
Farrell has started and played all 90 minutes at right back in each game ... Farrell was the first 
number one overall pick to start his first seven MLS games since Leo Cullen - the number 
one overall pick in 1998 by the Miami Fusion - started his first 19 games ... Farrell became 
the Revs' first-ever No. 1 overall pick when the team traded up to take him at the 2013 MLS 
SuperDraft on Jan. 17 in Indianapolis. 

CALDWELL COMES THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell, the team’s second-ever Homegrown signing, has made a strong impression in 
his rookie season ... the Braintree, Mass., product has made seven appearances - includ¬ 
ing four starts - seeing time in the central midfield ... Caldwell, who graduated from Akron in 
December after a stellar four-year career with the Zips, is among three Revs rookies who 
have seen time this year, including defender Andrew Farrell (11GP/11GS at right back) and 
midfielder Donnie Smith (1GP/1GS at left midfield). 

MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Veteran goalkeeper Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his outings in 2013 ... in the 
season opener at Chicago (March 9), Reis made four saves in the shutout... after missing the 
second game of the year against Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four saves 
against Sporting KC (March 23) for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back to 2012, 
Reis has posted shutouts in four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1,2012 (0-0 vs. Philadel¬ 
phia Union), Sept. 5, 2012 (2-0 vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and March 23, 
2013 (0-0 vs. Sporting KC)... overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the Revs) to rank 
fourth all-time in MLS history. 

BENGTSON KEEPS “HEXING” CONCACAF OPPONENTS 

Jerry Bengtson, who missed the Revs’ 0-0 draw against Kansas City on March 23 while with 
the Honduras National Team, continued his hot scoring pace for his country during the last 
round of FIFA World Cup Qualifying ... he scored Honduras’ second goal - to equalize the 
game - against Mexico on March 22, to earn a vital point in the CONCACAF Hexagonal, the 
region’s final round of qualifying for the 2014 FIFA World Cup ... earlier in February, he also 
scored the game-winning goal in San Pedro Sula against the United States in the teams’ Feb 
6 WCQ ... Bengtson now has 16 goals for Honduras in 34 appearances, including seven goals 
during qualifying for the 2014 World Cup ... he has been called up for Honduras' upcoming 
WCQs against Costa Rica (June 7), Jamaica (June 11) and the United States (June 18). 

LOCAL CAPTAINS AT A PREMIUM 

When Chris Tierney, a Wellesley, Mass., product, put on the captain's armband for the first 
time on April 20 at New York, he became the club's first locally-born captain since the club’s 
original captain, Mike Burns ... Burns, who hailed from Marlboro, Mass., was the club's captain 
from 1996 to 2000. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown 
feel... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris 
Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State ... 


both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players 
... Caldwell was the youth teams’ first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year 
career at Akron. 

VETERAN AT JUST 18 

Diego Fagundez has entered his third MLS season and now leads the Revs in goal scoring at 
the ripe old age of 18 ... the Leominster, Mass., product turned 18 on Valentine's Day - Feb. 

14 ... despite his MLS tenure, he still remains the youngest player on the Revs' roster while 
scoring eight goals and adding three assists in 35 appearances in his career... while training 
with the Revs in the morning, Fagundez caps a long day with school in the afternoon, going 
to classroom sessions later in the day ... he is completing both his junior and senior years 
of high school at Alternative High School in Fitchburg, Mass.... additionally, he signed his 
second professional contract - a multi-year extension with the Revs - on March 13, just one 
month after turning 18 allowing him to legally sign this contract without his parents. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis’ current
